NEGROES HAVE SWORK 
TO RELEASE MURDERERS 


— 


Citizens Are Under Arms and Have 
Thrown Out Pickets on Every 
Road Leading Into Town. 
Negro To Hang 
Today. 


Marion, Ala., March 6.—An organized 
mob of negroes is marching toward this 
town with the intention of attacking the 
county jail and releasing two negro mur- 
derers, one of whom is Luke Sanders, to 
hang tomorrow. Citizen soldiery is being 
organized and at 9 o’clock fifty men were 
under arms ready to meet the marching 
negroes. Pickets have been thrown out 
on every road leading into the town and 
if the mob appears a serious conflict is 
feared. Early in the night leading citi- 
zens held a conference and it was decided 
not to ask the governor for aid, as they 
believed it the duty of the people to pro- 
tect law and order. 

When the reports were first received 
little credence was placed in them. Sev- 
eral hours later couriers reported that 
real danger existed and the citizens’ 
posse was immediately organized. 

Luke Sanders and John Sanders, the 
prisoners, are charged with the murder of 
Riad Overseer Mullen, committed several 
months ago. Luke Sanders was sentenced 
tc hang and the supreme court refused a 
rew hearing, but recommended commuta- 
tion of sentence by the governor. The 
matter was referred to the state petition- 
ing board and on their recommendation 
he refused to interfere with the lower 
court's sentence. When news of this ac- 
tion reached Marion the negroes of Perry 
county were incensed .and decided to or- 
ganize and release both men. 

Perry county is one of the “black belt” 
counties and a large majority cf the peo- 
ple is composed of negroes. 


DYNAMITE IS USED ON A BANK. 


Cracksmen Make a Haul While Citi- 
zens Are Watching Them. 
Washington, Ind., March 5.—While two 
citizens were watching them, burglars 
lected the First national bank at Mont- 
gomery, 7 miles east of ‘here, early this 
morning and escaped with $3,500 in money

l‘ive explosions of nitroglycerin were 
required to blow open the safe and many 
people were awakened by the combustion. 
Wiliam Klusemeyer and Charles Encoff, 
the latter a former policeman, reside op- 
posite thé bank and both watched the 
burglars at work, but gave no alarm for 
fear of being shot down by two of tk@ 
ciacksmen who were patrolling the streets 
with revolvers in their hands.

Way, where they boarded a hand car, 
a@bandoning it a mile west of the town.

The stolen bonds are of the cou-' 
pon variety, payable to bearer, and can 
easily be cashed by the robbers. The 
bank is protected by $5,000 burglar insur- 
ance, Montgomery has no night police- 
men. ;

ROBERT C. OGDEN SENDS

Bishop Potter Alleges He Has Re-

New York, March 5.—Bishop Potter wag 
chairman, and Booker T. Washington the 
principal speaker at a meeting held to- 
might at Carnegie hall in the interest of 
the Hampton and Tuskegee institutes. 
The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Armstrong Association. 


Robert C. Ogden, president of the Arm- 
Strong Association, introduced Bishop 
Potter, who said in part: 

We must deal with the black man’ 
as a problem, not in fragments, but as 
a whole. In doing this, we must be pre- 
pared not to meet with a great deal of 
Sympathy from certain quarters. 

He Touches Tillman. 

“I must confess that the first man who 
entered my mind as I entered this hall 
was the senior senator from South Car- 
olina. Some time ago, in Boston, he de- 
ivered himself of the strange utterances 
that what these institutions at Hampton 
and Tuskegee were doing was but to edu- 
cate the negro, so as to enable him to 
enter the trades and crowd out the white 
people. This is a peculdar discrimination 
to make just as we have begun to ele- 
vate the colored men and women. We 
ought to realize that the main thing that 
divides the negro from the white is the 
lack of culture, and that by giving him 
this culture we will ennoble him and 
raise him to a level of intelligence and 
creative citizenship.’ 

‘H. B. Frissell, president of the Hampton 
institute, followed with a few words 
about the work of the institute. 

Booker Washington was introduced by 
Bishop Potter, who said that after the 
president had entertained Booker T. 
Washington as his guest he telegraphed 
him as follows: 

“I congratulate you upon your guest. 
He was a guest at my table last winter, 
and I never entertained a worthier one.’” 
“Somehow or  other,’’ continued the 
bishop, “my message became public, and 
since that time I have received numerous 
letters from_ people welsh of the. Mason, 
6 entréating me not to-show 
myself i their neighborhood, as their 
citizens had no desire to entertain me.” 

Booker Washington was received with 
great applause. . ? 

Washington’s Speech. 

Booker Washington said: 

“If we would discuss what is known 
as the race question with any degree of 
benefit, we must reach the point where: 
we can so far rid ourselves of sectional 
and racial prejudice that we can in a 
large degree place ourselves in the po- 
sition of the southern white man and at 
the same time put ourselves in the place 
of the negro. Nothing will be gained for 
either race or for any section of our 
country by bitter attacks and criticisin. 

‘For 250 years the negro has worked. 
What he wants to learn now is to work. 
There is a vast difference between work- 
ing and being worked. For one to learn 
that work is hdnorable and to be idle is 
dishonorable is at the foundation of civ- 
ilization. 

“It is not the negro who has been prop- 
erly trained in hand, head and heart who 
commits crime. It is the ignorant, shift- 
less negro who has no regular occupation, 
who has not learned to love labor and 
who does not own a home who ts usually 
the criminal. When a man becomes the 
owner of a piece of land and a decent 
house and has a bank account he be- 
comes, I notice, at once a conservative, 
law-abiding citizen and one who can be 
trusted to vote intelligently for the best 
interests of the community in which he 
Tives. 


Wheat to the Negro. 

“With the negro, as with every weak 
and inexperienced race, it is important 
that he be taught that his salvation is 
in learning to own and cultivate intel- 
ligently and skillfully the sol!. To the 
negro just now this is the wheat. All 
else the chaff. Agriculture will prove our 
salvation and the race showld be slow 
to abandon the farm. Just now a large 
proportion of the race needs that educa- 
tlon which will make the youth retufi 
to the farm and produce 50 bushels of corn 
where only 25 grew before, rather than 
yield to the temptation to go to a city 
and attempt to’ live by their wits. Those 
who would help save my race should use 
their influente to keep the negro out of 
the large cities and especially cities of 
the north. These are some of the les- 
sons that Hampton and Tuskegee instl- 
tutes are constantly teaching. 

“The time has come when we must 
see to {t that all the people in the south 
have the fullest opportunities for the 
very best education. <All must be edu- 
cated without regard to color. Out of 
her poverty the south has done well, but 
the tremendous demands upon her for the 
education of two races should enlist your 
hearty interest and support. Providing 
for education in the south is not a mat- 
ter of giving alms or mere philanthropy. 
It is a matter of business that concerns 
the whole country.”’ 

Robert C. Ogden closed the 
with an address in which he 
eulogized General Armstrong, 
founded the Hampton institute.

PICKPOCKET 1S BLUFFED 
BY REAR ADMIRAL EVANS 


After Viewing All the Sights of Ni- 
agara the Prince and His Party 
Were Whirled Away to 
Boston—Met Mrs. 

Gridley. 


Rochester, N. Y., March 56.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia traveled from Chicago 
to Niagara Falls today, crossed the Cana- 
dian frontier for a brief stay, during 
which he was officially welcomed by the 
Dominion, and resumed his journey to- 
night, bound for Boston over the New 
York Central line. His last stop in al- 
most thirty hours of continuous travel- 
ing wads at Niagara Falls, which he 
saw bridged in with ice. He viewed the 
Horse Shoe falls from Table rock, the 
American falls from the ledge over 
the whirlpool on the Canadian shore, 
rode down the gorge to a point below 
the lower whirlpool, and there inspected 
the plant of the Niagara power company, 
which converts the force of nature to 
the purposes of commerce. He was 
much impressed by the falls and as he 
stood on Table rock, looking across at 
the Horse Shoe, he said: : 

“It is magnicent; it is grand!”’ 

He was much impressed also by the 
swirling rapids down in the gorge and 
when he left his car at the whirlpool 
he stood for several minutes watching 
the tumbling of the waters. 

The special train had traversed the 
distance between Milwaukee and Chica- 
go, crossed Indiana and was well on its 
way over Ohio before Prince Henry arose. 
He was worn out when he left Milwau- 
kee and he did not respond to demonstra- 
tions by the people of. Toledo and of 
Sandusky. 

Greeted at Toledo. 

He. did not receive: notice of the in- 

tention of the citizens of Toledo to form- 


ally receive him and his. first knowledge | 


of their plans. was conveyed to him by 
their band. playing “Die Wacht Am 
Rhein.”” It was too late then to get 
up and Toledo did not see him. At Cleve- 
land there was a friendly demonstration. 
Here Peter Karpp, formerly a bugler in 
the German army, climbed into the car 
for a reunion with the. prince, which 
greatly pleased both. Karpp was a 
sailor with Prince Henry back in 1877 
and they were shipmates for more than 
two years. The prince recogr#zed him 
at once and taking him by the hand, 
led him into the car. They talked over 
the old days while a crowd looked on 
with approval. 

At Erie, Pa., was a great crowd. Mrs. 
Harriet Gridley and Miss Gridley, widow 
and daughter of-Captain C. V. Gridley, 
the man who fought on the Olympia 
at Manila bay, were received on the 
train by Admiral Evans, who went to 
the naval academy with the dead cap- 
tain, and were presented to the prince. 
All through the morning as the train ran 
through a corner of Pennsylvania and 
out into the state of New York there 
were crowds at the stations anxious 
to see the prince and tender assurances 


of friendship. 

At Buffalo Mayor Knight welcomed 
the prince and the local German singing 
societies sang. It was 2:45 o’clock when 
the special arrived at Buffalo and fif- 
teen minutes later it was steaming out 
to Niagara Falls. 

At Niagara Falls station the prince 
was met by Mayor Butler and a large 
reception committee and formally bidden 
to the city. 

When Mayor Butler concluded Dr. Wil- 
liam Snyder spoke in behalf of the 
Germans of the city. The prince did not 
make a speech in response, but thanked 
both of them for their greeting. 

On the Canadian Side. 

The prince was then driven to the 
Canadian side, accompanied by a mount- 
ed escort made up of local militia of- 
ficérs. Midway on the. bridge, which 
spans the rapids; the prince was met by 
the man who spoke for the Canadian 
government and people. Major “OS 
Maude, military secretary for Lord Minto, 
governor general of Canada,’ presented 
the formal greeting of his chief, and 
the Hon. R. Harcourt, minister of educa- 
tion for Ontario, delivered the addresses 
passed by the legislature of Ontario. 

Karl Muller presented an address in 
the municipality of Berlin, 
Ontario, ani F. Bopp, German consul at 
Montreal; Samue! Nordheimer, ‘German 
consul at Toronto, and W. Hespeler, Ger. 
man consul at Winniper. were introduced. 
The prince thanked the Canadians for 
their cordiality, and, leaving his Ameri- 
can military escort behind. was driven to 
the Canadian side. As his carriage turned 
up toward the falls Mayor Butler, who, 
was driving with 
him, said to him: 

‘‘Ther+ at the gallery is the best view 
of the American fails, but, on account of 
snow, ycu cannot get it.” + 

“You may not be able to climb across 
there, but I am going to,’’ said the prince. 

Suiting the action to his words, the 
prince jumped out of the carriage and 
climbed through the snow drift to the 
gallery on the iedge over the _ rapids, 
where he showed the way. Others fol- 
lowed, and soon there was a little crowd 
with him.

STREET CARS WERE RUN 
GUARDED BY THE TROOPS 


| Imported Men Have Arrived and 
This Intensifies the Feeling and 
Adds to Gravity of Situa- 
tion—No Martial 
Law Yet.

Norfolk, Va., March 5.—Street cars, 
guarded by troops. ‘were run at long in- 
tervals here today, but no passengers 
were carried. All was quiet this morning 
and Mayor Beamon stated that there is 
no necessity yet for declaring martial 
law. Four additional companies of the 
Seventy-first infantry have been ordered 
out, and this will place the entire,com- 
mand in the field, two battalions being 
already in service. 

The strikers were busy last night barri- 
cading the tracks, but this morning the 
obstructions were removed by the troops. 
At midnight the soidiers were called upon 
to disperse a mob at Church and ‘Char- 
lotte streets. Bayonets were used, but it 
is not known that there were any casual- 
ties. 

W. B. Rudolph, Tom. Murray and 
Samuel Ayres, white, and Tom Jenkins, 
colored, were arrested before daylight 
this morning by a detachment of the 
Huntington Rifles, of Newport News, for 
tearing up. street car tracks at the corner 
of Church and Holt streets. An. officer 
of the company stated that an attempt 
at dynamiting the tracks had been made, 
but the police denied this. 

The Suffolk military company arrived 
this forenoon and on the same train were 
fifteen strike breakers from: Knoxville. 
The men were taken to the barn by the 
troops. The arrival of the imported men 
intensifies the feeling, and the situation 
grows graver. 

The electrical workers have gone out 
on a sympathetic strike. All oth?r em- 
ployees of the Norfolk Railway and Light 
Company’s gas, electric Hight and other 
plants have been ordered out by the Cen- 
tral Labor Union. 

General Manager C. Brookg Johnston, 
of the street railwBy company, tonight 
addressed. a letter to the committee of 
the Central Labor Union. stating that he 
would meet that body and the committee 
of the strikers. The letter also. states 
that the company would take back all 
old. men* now out who would sign within 
the next. twenfy-four hours, ‘provided 
they would work with the nonunion men. 

The strikers held a meeting and de- 
cided unanimously not to aceept-the con- 
ditions imposed by Mr. Johnson. 

The city is quiet tonight. 

Knoxville, Tenn., March 5.—A number 
of Knoxville conductors and motormen 
employed by the Knoxville Traction Com- 
pany have been sent to Norfolk to take 
the places of the WNWorfolk Railway and 
light Company strikers, the two roads 
being owned by the same syndicate.

Washington, March 5.—(Special.)—The 
chief event in the senate today was the 
speech of Senator Clay in opposition to 
the shipping subsidy bill. As a member 
of the commerce committee, Senator Clay 
has taken a leading position in opposi- 
tion to this bill and his speech today was 
the first delivered by any member of the 
opposition, being in effect a reply to the 
speech of Senator Frye in advocacy of 
the measure. 

It appears likely now that the senate 
will reach a vote upon the pending ship- 
ping bill one weck from next Monday. 
When Mr. Frye, in charge of the meas- 
ure, endeavored today to secure an agree- 
ment for the time-of taking a vote, that 
date was mentioned as being satisfactory 
to the minority members of the commerce 
committee. As they have the opposition 
to the bill in charge no objection is like- 
ly to be raised by other members of the 
democratic side. 

'Summary of Clay’s Speech. 

Senator Clay began his speech by mak- 
ing it clear that he favored an ocean 
rail service, fully equal, if not superior, 
to the similar service of othcr nations. It 
should be obtained, however, he argued, 
at a just and reasonable price and should 
not be connected with any  subsity 
scheme, The feature of the present bill, 
which carried the largest appropriation, 
was that relative to the betterment of 
the ocean mail service by the establish- 
ment of a number of new lines. There 
Was proposed an increased annual ex- 
penditure of $3,000,000 a year, and yet 
there was nothing from the postal au- 
thorities to. warrant the assumption that 
this was necessary or desired. The pres. 
ent fcreign mail system, he considered: | 
atipts and sufficient for present 1Hééds, 
but even if it should not prove to be 
fully so, the existing law gave warrant 
for ary necessary increase. He deprecated 
a policy which had for its purpose a 
subsidy to ship owners under the guise of 
mail pay. 

Senator Clay devoted the main portion 
of his argument, however, to an attack 
upon the general subsidy feature of the 
bill, which is separate from the ocean 
mail feature.

BEET SUGAR PEOPLE 
ARE IN AN UGLY MOOD 


Threaten To Carry Fight Into House 
if Payne’s Plan Is Adopted. 
Henderson and Tawney 
Discuss Matter with 
President.

Washington, March 5.—(Specta!.)}—The 
republicans are apparently all at sea 
with regard to the action which will be 
taken at tomorrow night’s caucus rela- 
tive to Cuban sugar. \ 

If a vote had been taken at Monday 
night's caucus it is practically certain 
that the proposition of the ways and 
means committee for a 20 per cent 
reduction in the tariff would have been 
defeated. This means that the republi- 
cans of the house would, In this formal 
way, have registered their disagreement 
with the recommendations of President 
Roosevelt. The feeling was strong. 
Members of the ways and means com- 
mittee realized fully the situation and 
for that reason did not permit a vote 
to be reached. 

Whether there has in the two days 
intervening been any material change of 
sentiment it is difficult to say. The con- 
ditions of Monday night were, In a meas- 
ure at least, due to the fact that the 
representatives of the beet sugar industry 
had consumed most of the time-in pre- 
senting their views. The other side has 
yet to be heard. Individual members 
will tell you that everybody's mind is 
made up and there is therefore very 
little use in further talk; but 60 much 
uncertainty hangs over this Cuban situa- 
tion thatit is fale to presume there ts 
still a chance for Prestdent Roosevelt 
and those who think with him to -bring 
a majority of the republicans of the 
house to their way of thinking. 

HenGerson Sees Roosevelt. 

Speaker Henderson and Representative 
Cannon, of Illinois, called at the white 
house today and discussed with Presidgfit 
Roosevelt the subject of Cuban reciproc.- 
ity and sentiment thereon in the house. 

Active canvassing continued among re- 
publican members today preliminary to 
the third caucus on Cuban reciprocity to 
be held tomorrow mght. The most posi- 
tive claims were made by. those opposed 
to Representative Payne’s 20 per cent rec- 
iprocity plan that there was a clear ma- 
jority against it. 

Mr. Payne and his associates did not 
concede this, however, and expressed ths 
belief that a concession to Cuba ultimate- 
ly would be granted. It was said in this 
connection that Speaker Henderson is 
now favorable to the position taken by 
the majority of the ways and means com- 
mittee, and this would exert much influ-« 
ence in shaping the final outcome. 

During the day several members of the 
cabinet were called on by Mr. Tawney, 
of the ways and means committees, who 
has proposed the rebate plan as a substi- 
tute for Chairman Payne's 20 per cent 
reciprocity plan, and Mr. Morris, of Min- 
nesota, who also has proposed a plan 
differing from that of Mr. Payne. As an 
outcome of th2se calls it was asserted 
that three members of the cabinet, name- 
ly. Postmaster General Payne, Secretary 
Shaw and Secretary Wilson, were hope- 
ful of seeing a solution of the problem 
which wguld not endanger any American 
industry. 

Tawney Sees President. 

Later in the day Representative Taw- 
ney called at the white house and had 
a conference lasting nearly an hour and 
a half with the president. At its conclu- 
sion Mr. Tawney joined several of his as- 
sociates who are opposed to the Payne 
r-solution. It developed that Mr. Tawney 
tad told the president that there wis 
little or no possibliity of the adoption of 
the Payne plan by the republican confer- 
ence, and that if it was adopted some 
forty republican m2mbers would not con. 
sider themselves bound agd would carry 
the question to the floor of the house, 
where there would be additional compll- 
cations owing to the attitude of demo- 
cratic members. 

The president said he had no intention 
at present of sending a special message 
to congress on the subject. The vresident 
indicated no positive determiration in fa- 
vor of any particular idea, but rather a 
desire that congress should deal with the 
subject according to its best lights. After 
hearing from Mr. Tawney his associates 
expressed the belief that the president 
would accept the rebate proposition if 
congress sent it to him. They also were 
considerably encouraged to hear from Mr. - 
Tawney that the president was not laying 
down any emphatic ‘ultimatum in favor 
of the plan as presented by Mr. Payne. 

While these conferences were going on 
at the white house Chairman Payne and 
members cf the ways and means com- 
mittce supporting him were in conferenze. 
Later one of the members said that he 
was confident the Payne reciprocity 
proposition commahded a majority of the 
republican’ members, but that the minor- 
ity was so large and was so disposed to 
carry the contest into the house that Mr, 
Payne and his friends recogniz:d the se- 
riousness- of, the skKuation. However, 
there wae no disposition, he said, to ac- 
cept the rebate plan, as.it was stated that 
this was merely a repetition of the plan 
proposed by the head of the beet sugar 
organization two months ago.

DeLeon Asked for War Ship. 

Advices were received today by the 
navy department that the cruiser Phila- 
delphia has departed fram Panama for 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, where it has been 
sent in response to the suggestion of 
Consul General Perry DeLeon, for the 
purpose of letting the people there know 
that the American flag means something.

He contended that there was nod 
general subsidy of its merchant marine 
by either of the two governments, which 
are the chief commercial rivals of the 
United Sta'tes. 

Senator Clay compared the provisions 
of the present bill with that of the last 
congress, which thad been defeated by 
the active work of the minority. He re- 
called the estimate of the ‘commissioner 
of navigation upon which that former 
bill was based that it would require 
$9,000,000 a year to offset the advantages 
enjoyed by the foreign merchar: marine 
and compared with that estimate the one 
from the same official, who now says that 
a subsidy of $1,000.00 a year will effect 
the same result.

New York, March 6.—Aftcr a conference }

Speech [ Discusses the New. 
Liberal I Leagise. 


HE BELIEVES N NEW LEAGUE 
WILL WORK FOR THE PARTY 


Campbell-Bannerman Says Only So- 
lution .of the Boer and Irish 
Questions Will Be Govern- 
ment by Assent of 
Governed. 


London, March 5.—Sir Henry Campbeli- 
Bannerman, liberal leader of the house 
of commons, speaking in London tonight 
before the National Liberal Club, made a 
strong plea for loeral unity. 

Without extending the olive branch to 
Lord Rosebery in such a fashion as to 
presage a coalition of the two forces, Sir 
Henry began comparing Lord Rosebery’s 
new league to an excellent army equip- 
ped with a general staff but without re- 


cruits. 

He said no true friend of liberalism 
would introduce discordant factions into 
the party and thus paralyze efficient ac- 
tion. Under certain circumstances, he 
said, their dutv would be to fight such 
a section with all power and energy. 

Working for the Same Objects. 

Sir Henry said that he had been as- 
sured, however, that he was ready to be- 
lieve that this new section of the party 
was working on parallel lines and for 
identical objects. But if this was so, 
why in the name of common sense, Sir 
Henry asked, did it not work with the 
liberal party. 

In referring to South Africa the speak- 
er said the war was only a transient 
interiude and that after the war the 
great question would come. 

Sir Henry concluded by declaring that 
the only solution of the South African and 
Irish questions would be government by 
assent of the governed. The speech of 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, which ac- 
eentuated the split in the liberal party, 
was echoed at Eastborne by Lord Spen- 
cer, who expressed his keen disappoint- 
ment over the attitude of Lord Rosebery 
and declared that he could not assent 
to the abandonment of the home rule. 

Lerd Spencer said that he totally dis- 
agreed with and could not possibly wish 
success to the new Roseberyite liberal 
league. 

Redmond Speaks for Ireland. 

John Redmond, chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party, in speaking tonight 
at the Irish league demonstration at 
Finsvury Middlesex, said that the Irish 
party was apparently the only party in 
parliament today which knew its own 
mind and was not torn by internal dis- 
sernsions. Every reference Mr. Redmond 
made to Mr. Salisburv the premier, 
Mr. Wyndham, 
Ireland, Lord Rosebery and Mr. H. H. 
Asquith, M. P., was greeted with groags 
and hisses. 

Mr. Redmond further said that the de- 
mands of those in favor of home rule 
were moderate and reasonable. Far from 
English legislators being able to pigeon- 
hole home rule or wipe it off the slate 
it would remain, the speaker said, to 
confound, confuse and divide English par- 
ties, .0o wreck English governments, to 
ruin English statesmen, to paralyze Eng- 
lish naruaments, and to blast the moral 
influence of England before the world 
until it was settied by concessions of the 
just, moderate and constitutional de- 
mands of the Irish people. 


NEW GERMAN TARIFF BILL. 


Committee of Reichstag Is Making 
Haste Very Slowly. 

Berlin, March 5.—The tariff committee 
of the reichstag today fixed the duty on 
cleaned and uncleaned rice at 4 marks. 
The government bill pruposed a auty of § 
marks on cleaned rice. 

The duty on linseed oil was ‘deat mt 4 
marks and the duty on linseed and hemp 
seed was fixed at 75 pfennigs. 

The long debates by the committee and 
the acute differences of opinion which 
have arisen have so prolonged the con- 
sideration of the bill that the imperial 
secretary of state for the interior, Count 
Von Posadowsky-Wehner, today warned 
the ccmmittee against any further pro- 
crastination. 


CUTTING OFF MANY MILLIONS. 


Committee Reducing Estimates of 
the German Government. 
Berlin, March 5.—The budget commit- 
tee of the reichstag has cut 23,500,000 
marks from the government’s estimate. 
This cut includes 10,500, 000 marks from 
the army and 4,200,000 marks from the na- 
val estimate. The budget committee, 
which finished its work today, makes it 
possible to dispense with the supple- 
mentary loan of 60,000,000 marks. Besiaes 
the forgoing savings, the committee has 
diverted 33,000,000 marks from the former 
China expeditionary loan and has also 
increased the direct contributions of the 
individual states by 12,500,000 marks.

York, March 5— The testimony 
against-the charge that Albert T. Patrick 
killed Millionaire William T.* Rice will be 
begun when court opens tomorrow, *he 
prosecution having Closed its case today. 
An outline of what Lawyer Patrick's at- 
torneys purpose doing follows, though 
it is not probable they. have made public 
all their :z.tentions: 

The number of witnesses they expect to 
call is about thirty. Attorney House will 
first formally move that the indictment 
be dismissed. Should the motion be de- 
nied, he wilt proceed with the formal 
opening address for the defense, declaring 


that Patrick was Rice’s friend, not his_ 


murderer. 
Died from Natural Causes. 

It is promised that several eminent doc- 
tors will testify that W. M. Rice died 
from natural causes: that he was dead be- 
fore Jones put the chloroform soaked 


sponge in a cont over his face. They will 
declare that if a fatal dose of chloroform 
produced the congestion found in Rice's 
lungs, it would have caused equal conges- 
tion in the brain. liver and kidneys and 
throughout the nervous system. In Rice’s 
case the lungs alone were congested. 
They will declare that a sudden inhala- 
tion of chloroform such as Jones says he 
caused Rice to take must have awaken- 
ed him, no matter how soundly he slept. 

The defense also promises to produce 
witnesses who heard Rice say he was 
tired of Texas and Texas people, and 
wanted nothing mcre to do with them; 
that Houston officials were always rais- 
ing his taxes; that the people of Texas 
would get very little from him for the 
W. M. Rice institute. and that he was 
going to make a new will in accordance 
with this fceling. The defense promises 
further that it will produce a witness 
who saw W. M. Rice sign the Swenson 
and Fifth Avenue Trust Company checks 
and send them to Patrick. Dr. Walker 
Curry, who attended Rice. will swear 
that he died cf natural causes, and sev- 
eral morgue attencants are to say that 
Drs. Donlin and Williams. who made the 
autopsy, did not krow that Rice died of 
anything but old cge. 

Bank ‘vellers Testify. 

A ‘number of bank tellers were 
examined ‘ut today’s session of the 
trial of <Aibtrt T. Patrick for’ the 
murder of William Rice. They all gave 
testimony ‘hat the disputed signatures 
Donlin. who made 
the autopsy on Mr. Rice’s body, testified 
that the embalming fluid did not touch 
the lungs. 

Dr. Witthaus, analytical chemist, who 
was recalled to tell the result of his 
analysis of the embalming fluid, was nat 
permitted to describe the results of such 
enalysis to the jury. He was permitted, 
however, to show the jvry glass slides 
on which was the mercury taken from 
Rice’s body. 

The prosecution closed its case against 
Patrick at the afcernoon session of the 
court. It was understood that the defense 
expected to call about tairty witnesses. 

In closing Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne reserved the right to call several 
witnesses who are not now in the city. 
At the request of the defense, court was 
adjourned until ‘tomorrow. to permit 
Patrick's counsel, to prepare the cpening 
of their cage. 

Just before the midday recess Charles 
F. Jones, who testified that he _ killed 
Rice at Patrick’s order. came into court. 
It was reported that he was to be re- 
called, and Patrick reauested to be per- 
mitted to cross-examine Jones if he were 
recalled, but Fred B. House, senior coun- 
sel, said he would not agree to such a 
proposition.

EAST IS NOW BLIZZARD SWEPT 


New York, March 5.—Another snow 
storni, which threatened te do much dam- 
age, started this morning.

REOPEN PROPOSITION 


_ BRINGS A DISCUSSION 


Council Last Night Repealed the 
_ Action of September 3 Ordering 
Poplar Street Closed—Third 
Street Ordered Opened 
to Wagons. 


_ Macon, Ga, March 5.—(Special.)—The 
members of council last night had a live- 
ly. discuesion. of the proposition to re- 
open the parks on:Poplar streets as wag- 
On. yards, and also open the parks on 
Third street for a similar purpose. 

. Last fall there was a great deal of dis- 
cussion among the members of council 
on the proposition to park the center of 
Poplar street between the market house 
and Fourth street.. This district has been 
used as a public wagon yard by the eoun- 
try people who come to Macon for many 
years. It was argued that it would be a 
hardship on these people to close the 
Poplar street parks. On the other hand. 
the merchants doing business on Third 
street between Mulberry and Pop’ar 
streets contended that they were being 
discriminated against, and if Poplar 
street parks were to remain open they 
wanted the beautiful parks on Third 
street, which have cost so much money. 
to be torn away and wagon yards made 
in their stead. A large petition. signed 
by a majority of the merchants on this 
street, was presented to council, asking 
that Poplar street be closed to the coun- 
try people or Third street opened. 

Parks Are Ordered Closed. 

A resolution was adopted during the 
fatter part of August of last year re- 
nuiring that the Poplar street parks be 
closed to the public on November 1. 
Merchants on Poplar street argued, after 
the passage of this resolution, that it 
would be an injustice to them to have 
the parks closed so early, and asked for 
sOme time in which they might notify 
the country people to make other ar- 
rangements for their vehicles. 

AS a compromise measure, thought to 
be satisfactory to all parties at interest, 
on September 2 a resolution was adopted 
requiring that Poplar street parks be 
closed on March 1, This date came and 
went and the parks remained open. 

Last night Alderman Massee caused con- 
siderable excitement in council by asking 
the mayor what was going to be done in 
the premises. Alderman Mayer introduced 
a resolution repealing the resolution of 
Septertiber 3. This was carried. Alder- 
man Massee then [nftroduced a resolu- 
tion requiring that Third street be open- 
oy like. Poplar street. This was also car- 

ed. 

It -is ‘probable tha® Mfayor Smith will 
veto both resolutions, {n the event of 
which the fight will be ended. . 


WATER BEING PUMPED AWAY. 


Constant Work of Two Engines 
‘Shows Little Difference. 
Augusta, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—An | 
idea of the amount of water which is in 
the cellars on two squares of Broad 
street can be gathered from the fact that 


‘ltwo fire engines -have been constantly 


‘engaged since early Monday. morning, 
pumping them out, and that there is 
still plenty of work yet to be done. 

These two engines are pumping at the 
rate of 10,000 gallons a minute, and yet, 
after an hour’s pumping, the water shows 
only an inch fall in the cellars. 

This is due to the fact that the divis- 
jon walls between many cellars have 
air holes in them, and the water is being 
‘pumped from under a whole block of 
buildings, instead of a single cellar.

Dryden, who is also the mother in law 
of Matt Roberson. It vas found tha® 
young Dryden had been paid $4 for doing 
the hauling. | 

Young Dryden was taken into custody 
by the Officers, and his mother made him 
tell who it was that paid him to haul the 
goods. He named Roberson as the man, 
and accordingly the officers arrested him. 

On making a search of tre Dryden 
home, 4 miles south of Waycross, under 
direciion,cf young Dryden, the detective 
found buried in the horse stable a. large 
quantity of goods, such as shoes, hats, a 
fine lot of combs, ete. There were in 
the lot three or four handsome blagkets, 
which are identified as having been taken 
from the Pullman cars in the wreck 
which occurred near the Plant system a 
year or more ago. There was also a 
fine cape, and a number of other articles. 
The bond of Roberson was fixed at $500, 
and being unable to make the same, 1¢€ 
was placed in jail. 

Roberson is a brother of Henry Rober- 
scn, the man who-was killed by Jessic 
McCleiland in a difficultv on Plant avenue 
on Thanksgiving day in iS00. He was for 
a long time employed in the Plant sys- 
tem yard as car inspeqemr, prior to nis 
election as a member of the police force.

Hawkinsville; Ga,, March 5.—(Special.)— 
The Ocmulgee river at this point is higher 
than it has been in years. The oldest cit- 
izeng do not remember ever to have seen 
it as high as it is at. the present time. 
The water is running over one end of 
the tregtle to the railroad bridge and is 
touching the wagon bridge on one end. 

The steamer Fitzhugh Lee, incoming 
up the river a short distance below here 
yesterday, found a current so strong and 
swift that she covid not make it, and 
sent two men out with a lime to tie to a 
tree so as to windlass by. Thelr boat 
capeized and they swam to a tree about - 
300 hundred feet from the, steamer. 

Their friends on the, boat had no way 
to get to them. They decided to undress 
and swim to the steamer, and started 
but when they struck the current of the 
river they could not make it and had 
to swim tg another tree and hang there. 
One of the crew on the steamer caught 
up enough drifting timber to make a raft 
or flat and floated out to the Q\ank and 
came to town and got help. Some of the 
men from the government boat went to 
their assistance and they were rescued. 
One of the men wag nearly frozen and 
could scarcely speak when the rescuing 
party reached him at 12 o'clock last 
night. 

The pump at the cotton mills is several 
feet under water and cannot be used at 
all. It is feared that the house around it 
will be undermined ‘and cave into the 
river. 

The pump at ths railroad tank has been 
covered since yesterday and trains are 
being delayed here on account of not be- 
ing able to get water. It has to be run 
into the engine tanke from an artesian 
well and takes some time.

100 MUCH MONEY 


Peasion Law, 


for Getting a -Pension for An- 
other—Circumstances Lead 
to His Being Let Off 
with Fine. 


Savannah, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)— 
Alexander McArthur, a prominent and 
réspected citizen of Montgomery county, 
for twelve years clerk of the court and 
for twenty years ordinary of his county, 
Was arraigned, tried and fined this morn- 
ing in the United States court by Judge 
Emory Speer for the violation of the pen- 
sion laws. 

The. offense was materially mitigated 
by circumstances and by ignorance of 
the law, and the defendant being a man 
of irreproachable character, the sentence 
of the court was as light as was consist- 
ent with the ends of public justice. 

A fine of $184.30, with costs of court, 
was imposed, the amount of the fine being 
the amount improperly retained by the 
defendant. McArthur was in court. He 
is an old man and a cripple. 

The specific charge against him was 
the retention of excessive compensation 
for his services in obtaining a pension 
for one William Bird. The law allows 
but $10. The amount retained by McAr- 
thur was $184.30. 

In his statement the defendant said that 
William Bird was formerly his slave; 
that he had done Bird many services; 
that Bird and his family had lived on a 
farm of his for fifteen years without pay- 
ing rent, and that he was put to a great 
deal of trouble in securing the pension 
for Bird. He said, further, that Bird 
agreed to the amount retained as fa} 
compensation for all services rendered. 
He said that he did not know of the law 
which provided that the fee should not 
be in excess of $10 when he entered into 
the written contract for compensation, 
which was produced in court.

INSURANCE BILL IS SIGNED| 


JUST BEFORE MISSISSIPPI LEG- 
ISLATURE ADJOURNS. 


It Marks Great Changes in Tife and 
Fire Business in. t

Jackson, (Miss., March 5.—(Special.) 
Governor Longino signed the Cole in- 
surance bill five minutes beforé the legis- 
lature adjourned sine die tonight, and 
reconstruction in life and fire assurance 
in Mississippi is now on. 

The bill, a long one, was only called 
up yesterday, but was considered sec- 
tion by section and passed. It puts in- 
Surance business of the state in the 
auditor’s hands for two years when an 
insurance commissioner is to be elected. 
He is given two clerks, who are to be 
paid from fees, but the auditor receives 
no extra compensation. 

The new provisions change the present 
law from privilege license to 2 per cent 
on premiums. All fires, the origins of 
which are not known, are to be investi- 
gated by the commission. The present 
value policy law is retained as to build- 
ings, but not on personal property. 

This new insurance law which is pat- 
terned after’ Massachusetts and North 
Carolina laws, was submitted to the 
presidents of such companies as the New 
York Mutual, Prudential, and others and 
the Southeastern Tariff Association and 
was approved by all as a great improve- 
ment over the former Mississippi laws 
and is satisfactory. It is believed by 
local insurance men that the new law 
will bring about a reduction of rates in 
the course of time.

To Warring. 

Augusta, Ga., March 5.—(Special.)—The 
mule question is a lively issue in Augusta 
these days. This used to be a great mule 
market, but for the past ten years it his 
been losing all this business to Atlanta. 
Now the farmers in all this section go

The 
matter has been carried before the cham- 
ber of commerce, which voted in favor 
of repealing the prohibitory $0 a mont 
tax. When it came before council it was 
found that there was a technical flaw in 
the ordinance imposing the tax, so that 
the ordinance had to be withdrawn by 
the city attorney. This left the field 
clear, and when the city attorney read 
an amended ordinance and proposed to 
pass it to its second and third readings, 
there was an objection and the matter 
went over to the next council meeting 
without action. This leaves the bars 
down for the drovers at present.

What Our Cotton Seed Is Worth. 

Every year.in ouf wasteful Ameri- 
can prodigality we are throwing away 
vast quantities of material which the 
genius of some future discoverer will 
find to be rich in the possibilities of 
unappropriated wealth. But in partial 
offset against this national tendency 
toward wastefulness there are certain 
economic agencies at’ work in the va- 
rious scientific laboratories of the 
country which may yet produce the 
happy result of converting trash piles 
into gold mines. 

Experiments in this direction have 


was discovered several years ago that 
cotton seed tould be made the basis 
of‘an important industry, producing 
not only what is now commercially 
known as cotton seed oil, but also 
many useful by-products, and greatly 
increasing our material wealth by 
putting value into immense quantities 
of cotton seed hitherto considered 
worthless except for purposes of fer- 
tilization, as only the smallest quantity 
was used each year for replanting. 
We have been very much interested in 
somé figures recently compiled by 


“Crescite et Multiplicamini,” and as a

they are put; “The méal which fs left 
after the oil is extracted from the seed 
‘is used both for fertilizing and for cat- 
tle feeding. The -crude oft: which re- 
sults from the first process is called 
summer oil and this product on being 
| subjected to subsequent processes of 
refining in turn produces stearin, 
which is used in making butter, salad 
oils and candles; summer white oil, 
which is used in making lard and cot- 
tolene; winter yellow oil and miners’ 
oil, while the product which remains 
is used as soap stock. If we can only 
convert some few of our other waste 
materials into products of commercial 
value we will have money to spare in 
this section; but considering the ex- 
tent and variety of our natural re- 
sources, which we are now engaged in 
developing, we can afford to wait pa- 
tiently.

BOOKS TANGLED: 
_ OFFICES CLOSE}, 


Stock Exchanse of W. E. 


Small and Co; Suspended 
Business Yesterday. 


SUSPENSION TEMPORARY, 
DECLARE THE MANAGERS 


Trouble Said To Be Due to Inade- 
quate Office Force in Nashville 
Officc and Damage to Wires. 
Expect To Reopen by 
Mo.day. 


The stock exchange of W. E. Small & 
Co.; with offices in Atlanta, Nashville, 
Chattanooga and Macon, suspended busi- 
ness yesterday morning. The suspension, 
the managers declare, is only temporary 


and tnat the exchange will resume busi- 


ness within two or three days, not later 
than Monday. . 

This action was necessary, it is stated, 
owing to a tangled condition of the books 
at Nashville, which office Is the cor®oli- 
dation or head office. It is said that the 
condition of the books is due to an inad- 
equate office force in Nashville and dam- 
age to thé wire service, caused by ths 
recent-storms. The managers state that 
the Nashville office is a month behind 
with its work and that several days will 
be necessary to straighten out the books, 
after which the exchange will again’ be 
placed in operation. 

According to statements, the customers 
of the exchange will lose no money, but 
will be paid in full. The suspension is 
not considered of a serious nature. The 
offices in each of the four cities abovs 
mentioned are clos2d, but it is said ‘that 
the trouble all originated in the head of- 


fice. 

The Atlanta office is located on the first 
floor of the Prudential building. Basi- 
ness was suspended directly after the 
first quotations were received and all 
trades were closed on their basis. 

The following notice, received from 
Nashville, was posted in the exchange: 

“On account of complications at head 
office deem it advisable for jnterest of 
our customers to suspend business until 
full investigation can be made. Our in- 
debtedness will be paid in full. 

“Close all trades with customers on 
basis this morning’s opening.”’ 

The firm of W. E. Small & Co. is a 
corporation composed of W.° Emmett 
Small, of Macon, and John 8S. Jones, of 
Atlanta, formerly of the Central City. Mr. 
Jones is manager of the Atlanta office, 
but as soon as the condition of the Nash- 
Ville books became known he went to 
that place to assist in adjusting them. 
Louis J. Anderson, manager of the Ma- 
con office, is temporarily in charge of 
the office here during the absence of Mr. 
Jones. He is assisted by William fF. 
Parkhurst, who is connected with the At- 
lanta office. 

Representing the firm, Mr. Parkhurst 
yesterday afternoon made the following 
statement: 

“Tt was found necessary to suspend the 
business of the exchange for a few days. 
owing to a tangled condition of the books 
in the head office at Naghville. Tne of- 
fice force there is inadequate to handle 
the large amount of business being trans- 
acted, and this, together with the dam- 
age done to wires by the recent storms, 
was the cause of the trouble. All of the 
other offices are in good condition and 
we are confident the Nashville books will 
be adjusted satisfactorily. We expect to 
resume business within two or three days, 
and not later than Monday. 

‘The closing of the exchange is merely 
a suspension for a short time, and is not 
a failure. We have a large number of 
substantial customers and are doing a 
good business. Our business is strictly 
legitimate, and w2 believe the customers 
feel confidence in the firm. We have re- 
ceived assurances today that every cus- 
tomer will be paid in full and will lose 
nothing by th2 suspension. 

“A wild rumor was afloat this morning 
that we had received large deposits yos- 
terday, knowing that we would fail. today. 
Such reports are entirely erroneous. We 
received no large deposits yesterday and 
have had only two calls for money to- 
day. One was for $50 and the other for 
lesa than $200. The books of the Atlanta, 
Chattanooga and Macon offices are in 
good shape, and we will be ready to serve 
our customers as soon as the affairs of 
the Nashville office are righted.”’ 

Mr. Parkhurst states that the firm is a 
member of the New York cotton ex- 
change, the New Orleans exchange, and 
has a wire to the Chicago board of trade. 

Surprise at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 5.—(Special.)— 
The announcement of the suspension of 
W. E. Small & Co. came as a surprise 
and was posted on the quotation board 
this morning as follows: 

“Pending auditing accounts have sus- 
pended business, and settlements will be 
made in. fuil on basis of this morning’s 
opening prices.”’ 

Mr. Jones, a member of the firm, in ex- 
Plaining the cause of the suspension, 
stated that the business would probably 
be resumed within ten days. 

“W. E. Small & Co. are thoroughly re- 
liable, financially, for every dcllar owed 
by the firm and will pay in full,”’ he said. 
“There were some irregularities somé- 
where in the offices of the company and 
the firm decided that the best policy to 
pursue for the protection of the interests 
ot all parties concerned was to suspend 
until a thorough investigation of the 
bcoks can be made. Negotiations have 
been begun with parties in Cincinnati, 
Chicago and New Orleans for the re- 
organization of the business and the pres- 
ent outlook is favorable for the continua. 
tion of the business with only a few days 
delay. Quotations will be continued in 
cour Office and will be posted for the bene- 
fit of the public, but no businéss will be 
received.” 

In regard to a_ telegram from Atlanta 
ty the effect that the cause of the trouble 
would be found in the books of the Nash- 
ville office, Mr. Jones said: 

“That is simply a surmise on the part 
of the Atlanta men. Each oné of the four 
Offices will be investigated thoroughly by 
me.” “

Coroner Stamps was notified and after 
investigating the accident he decided 
that it was not necessary to hold an in- 
quest. 

No blame was attached to the engineer 
in cha §re of the accommodation train, 
as it was moving slowly and he could not 
anticipate anyone stepping on the track 
so suddenly as was done by Brown. 

Brown was 22 yeats of age and his home 
was at James Station, Jones county, on 
the Georgia rai:road, which runs from 
Maccn to Augusta.

HAMLET INTERPRETED 
BY PROFESSOR CLARK

Professor S. H. Clark closed his series 
of four lecttires at the Girls’ High school 
yesterday, the final event, illustrating 
"The Mission and Purpose of Tragedy,” 
being an irterpretative recital of ‘“‘Ham- 
let.”” The audience was the largest dur- 
ing the course, a fact which was due 
probably to the universal interest ‘“‘Ham- 
let’? has fos people who read. 

The lecture was a splendid one, full of 
the rich results of scholarly research, 
guided by a thorough’ Knowledge of life 
and character and human nature, and 
with originality of conception and ex- 
pression, although Professor Clark seems 
to try to disclaim any striving for orig- 
inality. 

‘‘Hamlet,”’ he ‘said, is an inspired work, 
as all great art is. In the words of Sid- 
ney Lanier, whom he. called almost a 
divine critic, Shakespeare could not have 
written anything e'ise than “Hamlet” at 
the tine. He was Hamlet when he wrote 
it. Yet the great artist works through 
the intellect as well as the emotions, and 
therefore such a drama as ‘‘Hamlet’’ is 
the combined result of inspiration and 
calculation. His explanation of the 
drama was that it sets forth the mystery 
of the human soul; the most striking 
characteristic of ‘‘Hamlet’’ he declared to 
lie in the fact that Hamlet is a man— 
net an allegory, for instance, except In 
the sense that he represents the soul; 
and Hamlet’s tragedy, he emphasized. 
is tha: in Hamlet action is swallowed up 
in thought. 

As th the sanity of Hamiet, he declared 
there could be no doubt. Tragedy hds to 


with reason, and “Hamlet” is a tragedy. 
The story of the vagaries of a madman 


ed a dozen times while Hamlet soliloquiz- 
ed, the force and hbeatity of the Dane's 
mind ard cnaracter being exposed in these 
intellectual flights as they could not aoth- 
erwise have been, a word or phrase in the 
expression of his intention to act setting 
him cff on a train of thought chat de- 
etroyed his plan of action.

After entering it.to a lengthy discussion 
of the Iester Furnace Company’s bid to 
clean the streets of Atlanta and to re- 
thove and cremate the garbage, the board 
of health, which nad met in srecial ses- 
sicn to consider this matter, adjourned 
to meet egain at 5 o’clock Monday after- 
neon, when it is thought that some defi- 
nite conclusion will be reached. 

It will be recalled that at. the last meet- 
ing of the bonrd the Lester company, 
thrcugh its attorney, W. T. Moyers, sub- 
mitted a propisal to sweep the streets, 
remove the garbage ard do all things that 
the sanitary department now does, except 
inspect, for the sum cf %80,(00. According 
to the esilmate made by Mr. L.éster this 
would affect an annual saving of $29,000. 
the Lester company has a contract at 
fiesent 10 cremate the city’s refuse, and 
this contract the company did not care 
tO abrogate. It simply wanted to make 
a rew one which would incluceé the ad- 
Citior.al features. The proposal stipulated 
that the company would purchase the 
cepartment’s live stock at a price to be 
agreed upon; would furnish a bond to 
the city to perform the work in satisfac- 
tory manner and would in every way be 
amenable to the authority of the inspec- 
tors cf the sanitary department. 

No action was taken at this mecting 
and it was decided to call a special ses- 
sicn to discuss the proposal. This was 
the meeting which took place yesterday. 

On motion of Dr. Bizzell, the president 
of the bcarl was instructed to appoint a 
special committee of four to confer with 
Mr. Lester and find out just what he pro- 
posed to do. This committee will be ap- 
pointed this morning and will report at 
the special meetin onday. 

Streets Condemned. 

The sentiment cf the bcard seems to 
be divided as to the feasibility of letting 
the contract out to private parties, 
though it would appear that thcse favor- 
ing such an action are slightly in the ma- 
jetity. On one subject. however, the

lanta aro in a miserable conditicn and are 
rot being properly cleaned or cared for. 
No criticism was made of Chief Hép< or 
bis men by any of the membcrs and all 
agréed that under the existing qircum- 
stunces, poorly equipped as the depart- 
ment is, he could not be expected to do 
cry better.

Walthour and Leander Both 
at Hard Traine 
ing. 


WALTHOUR CONFIDENT; 
LEANDER IS MODEST 


Interest in Friday’s Great Event on 
.the Increase—Race Is Sure To 
Be Swift, as Both Riders 
Are Showing Up 
Well. 


As the time for the big race between 
Walthour and Leander draws nearer in- 
terest in the event is increasing on all 


sides. Atlanta sports are on the qui 
vive concerning every detail which may 
foreshadow the result of the race, the 
general public is beginning *to take a 
lively interest in the contest, and the 
riders themselves, whenever they are not 
at work training, are figuring on the 
outcome, 

Roth Walthour and Leander were on 
the track yesterday and the riders who 
were in the building at the time had the 
opportunity of seeing them in a spirited 
contest. 

Walthour went out to the Coliseum 
yesterday to find out what speed could 
be made on the track for 5 miles. Wal- 
thour simply rode like the wind. He flew 
and called again and again for faster 
pace, which Manager Winesett gave to 
him this time. 

“Bobby” got all that he wanted for the 
y time being and when it is known that 
he finished the 5 miles in 7:68 it may be 
known that the Atlanta boy was travel- 
ing at a terrible clip. Walthour finished 
his ride nice and fresh, but still much 
troubled, as George Leander rode at the 
same time, and rode grandly, too. 

Leander, in fact, was on the track when 
Walthour started. The pair came to- 
gether and it was a trial of speed, pure 
and simple. Wakthour was in the rear, 
and again and again, for over a mile, 
he tried to get by and failed. Right 
here was where the speed of both riders 
was taxed to the-utmost—Leander to 
hold the lead, Walthour to get by in the 
stretches. 

In the afternoon there was again some 
lively work, and Leafider finished a 5-mile 
ride with a mile in 1:36, calling for faster 
time. Wafthour rode 5 miles himself, go- 
ing his final mile in 1.344-5, a fifth of 
a second faster than Leander’s time. 
This temporary victory rngore than pleased 
Walthour, who smiled as he stopped his 
pace following voluntarily and took up 
unpaced work. 

Betting on the Race. 

After the training of the affernoon 
Manager Winesett would still give no 
better than even money on the race. He 
had offered 2 to 1, but the unexpected 
showing of Leander caused him to change 
somewhat. Among the racing men the 
opinion prevails that- Leander will give 
Walthour a very hard race. At Philadel- 
phia many of these riders saw Leander 
in hard races and they know his abil- 
ity. It is not generally known that Lean- 
der was the amateur champion pace fol- 
lower of America a year ago and that he 
held many a record back of pace in 
the amateur ranks. 

Returning from the cycle track 
evening Bobby Walthour said: 

“TY believe that George Leander will 
give me a terribly hard race, for he is 
going like the wind. I did not think 
that the big fellow could ride as I saw 
him ride today. Why, I could no more 
get by him than I could fly. I hope he 
does give me a hard race for that will 
be more of an honor if I win.”’ 

Little Pinkie Hunter yesterday wnt 
out back of pace for the first time in 
preparation for his race of next Tuesday 
evening against Frank Cadwell. Hunter 
rode 5 miles in from 1:55 to 1:50. Today 
he starts regular work twice daily.

MAYOR TO VETO ORDINANCE 


He Thinks the Public Improvements 
Committee Important. 


IT CAN FIND WORK TO DO 


Councilman Styron, the Chairman, 
Introduced an Ordinance Seek- 
ing To Have It Abolished. 


Mavor Mims will veto the ordinance 
adopted at the last meeting of council 
abolishing the committee on public im- 
provements, of which Councilman §Styronp 
was chairman. 

It was Councilman Styron who intro<- 
duced the ordinance abolishing the com- 
mittee. His reasons for wanting to be 
relieved of the chairmanship was the fact 
that he could find, he gaid, no work 
for the committee to do. He took the 
position that the buildings and grounds 
committee was a useless one and there 
was no longer any use of its remaining 
in existence. He said that as long as he 
had been connected with it he had been 
unable to discover what was expected 
of him. 

At the time the ordinance was put on 
its passage, Councilman Kontz was the 
onlv one who actively opposed it. He 
stated that the committee did have some- 
thing to do and he thought it ought 
not to be abolished. 

Mayor Mims, in discussing his pros- 
pective veto, said: 

“T shall veto the measure for the rea- 
son that I think the committee an im- 
portant one. Its duties are to look after 
the work of extensive excavations on 
streets and for large buildings. One 
reason why Atlanta’s streets are now 
in such a dirty condition is the fact that 
the soil from these excavations is al- 
lowed to accumulate. If this were look- 
ed after we wouldn’t have all this trou- 
ble about unsightly thoroughfares—at 
least, the situation would be greatly re- 
lieved.’’ 

The ordinance providing for the crea- 
tion of a public improvements commit- 
tee stipulates that it shall be compased of 
five members of council and one member 
of the aldermanic beard, to inelude the 
chairman of the street committee. 

The present members are Councilman 
Styron, chairman; Beck, Glass, Warren, 
LaHatte and Fincher.

moisture. The grain gsrowirg states have 
had very little tor the last n! inety days either 
in the shape of rain or snow, and we have had 
now three consecutive springs opening dry. 
At present the crop which cammands most at- 
tention is the winter - wheat. The past week has 
given us, as it most generally does on the 
opening of the season very conflicting reports. 
The preponderance of the evidence seems to be 
on the side that some damage has been done. 
This, however, is very largely conjecture, but 
at the tame time there is great reason to think 
that there is more truth than poetry in the 
statement To avoid damage to the crop, 
winter wheat was gown very late in the fall 
of 1901, so late tnat it did not get a good 
start before the hard weather of winter com- 
meneed, consequently it went into winter 
quarters werk and aickly. It has been hare 
of snow nearly all December and January. A 
tlanket of snow of slight Cepth has covered the 
crop during the month of February end it has 
been rapidly disappearing the present w: ek, 
and the ground now is practically bare of snow. 
Winter wheat will need plenty of moisture and 
mild weather during March, I think, to pull it 
through successfully. Heace, the devet6pments 
in the growing world of the present week will] 
be watched as they are now with unusual in- 
terest as having great effect upon the final 
outcome 

Those wlto have been looking at the corn 
s‘tuation purely from a theoretical standpoint 
have been trying to figure out very eavy re- 
ceipts of corn for February, but they did not 
materi-lize, and although prices of corn have 
seen great fluctuation recently, they have had 
little if any effect upon receipts. 

Increased receipts, or in other words, win- 
ter receipts, are now over. The spring cam- 
paign is likely to open at any tirne and prices 
no longer cur any factor in the grain move- 
ment. We start out with less corn in the 
ccuntry tediy than probably was ever known in 
the history of the trade at this time of the 
year. The only movement of corn now, is 
what might be called from hard to mouth, 
that is one farmer who had corn selling it to 
another who has none. This was one of the 
peculiarities of the gervwing season of 1901.

chamber of commerce was. represented 
by a committee and Mr. ¢€.: P. Bvrd. 
chairman of the committee, succeeded in 
having Atlanta secured as_ provisional 
headquarters for the general committee 
on organization. This committee will 
consist of five renresentative men from 
each southern state and will be called 
together within the next sixty davs. In 
the meantime Atlanta will have the ad- 
vantage of arranging for wavs and means 
to sécure the permanent location of 
the corporation and its plant. 

The Empire building was selected as 
headquarters for the general committee 
on organization and William C. Chase, a 
pioneer in this undertaking, was _ re- 
quested to act as chairman. An execu- 
tive committee has been appointed and 
different large southern cities are rep- 
resented on the executive committee as 
well as four Atlanta men. 

At the Charlesten meeting resolutions 
were passed showing that the movement 
means business. The resolutions are in 
printed form and here ifs a synopsis: 
“Whereas the south has a population of 
about twenty-five millions, with a school 
population of five million, and, whereas, 
the south is now psving out between ten 
and twenty millions of dollars for books, 
mainly for school books, and, whereas, 
we have felt for years the need of a 
great book manufacturing and publishing 
~house, resolved that, we in convention 
assembled, do hereby pledge our earnest 
support and hearty cooperation to the 
movement inaugurated here today for 
the establishment of such an institution: 
that a committee of five representative 
men from each southern state be ap- 
pointed to gather data upon all matters 
ecnnected with this undertaking and re- 
port to an adjourned meeting of this 
eonvention; that an executive committee 
be appointed to look after the business 
details, etc.: that the capital stock be 
limited to five millions of dollars and 
that the business of the corporation be 
permitted to begin when 10 per cent of 
the capital shall have been paid in.” 

“For years,.”’ said Mr. Chase, “the 
south has been more than weary of the 
text book muddle: and yet, there were 
so many kinds of difficulties to overcome 
that no one appeared to know just where 
‘to begin. The contents of the mejority 
of the books are unsatisfactory to the 
southern people everywhere, in every 
southern state. The people who make 
and sell the books practically decide 
the lessons. the 5,000,000 southern school 
children have to learn,*as there is noth- 
ing but a sort of Hobson's choice, in 
the matter of *selection—the seuth mak- 
ing hardly 1 per cent of the’ books 
used. The powers that control the com- 
merce of books of course control the 
contents, which are the lessons, texts. 
They have amassed fortunes by exploit- 
3 ing books on the schools and have preven 
their utter disregard for the wishes and 
interests of .the.seuthern people. The 
southern people have decided to change 
the entire system and have the books 
serve as the inspiration of the school 
room and not as so much chalk, ink or 
other school room fixtures; therefore 
the money in their trade.’’
